Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant argues that Kullick does not teach the server 
generates the date and time of the last update. Examiner disagrees because Kullick teaches the computer device 18 
is responsible to send the updated information to other storage information. The applicant further argues that the 
server in the claimed invention is not the same as the computer device 18 in Kullick's teaching. Examiner points out 
that Kullick clearly states the computer device is not only limited to the personal computer, but can be other specialized 
computing device or peripheral (see column 4 line 66 - column 5 line 2); thus Kullick or at least a modified teaching of 
Kullick teaches this limitation. The applicant is advised to further amend the claim language for overcoming Kullick's 
teaching.
